THE PUBLIC REBUKE. 

ANECDOTE or Jl’DttE WHITE. 

The late lamented Judge Hugh L. 
While, of Tennessee, beeaiueconspic¬ 
uous. at a very early perioc if life, 
as a jurist and a statesman. He fix¬ 
ed his permanent home near Knox¬ 
ville, araidsf the scene* of hi a boyish 
days. Rarely haa a young man, con¬ 
tinuing in his own country uud among 
liia own kindred, ao itouii attained such 
literary and political pre eminence 
! From bis youih, the Judge was 
eh irecterized by profouud reverence 
1 for the ordinances of the gospel. 
He was a regular attendant at the 
house of worship. And while be was 
a Presbyterian, that being the Church 
of ins fathers aud the Church of bis 
choice, be was benevolent and gener¬ 
ous towards otbi-r brunches of the 
great Christiau family. He gave to 
the Methodist Church of Kuoxville 
tbo ground on which their house of 
worship was built; and occasionally 
be would appear in the cougregatio: , 
and join with them in their worship. 

Now, in those days, (here was a 
notable presiding Elder in that region, 
called Faiher Axlcy, 3 pioos, luLsr- 
uig, uncompromising preacher of the 
gospel, who considered it bis duty to 
renukr sin wherever it should presume 
to l.ft its deformed head withiu the 
limits of bis district. And wbik- 
Futhcr Axlcy was a man of respec¬ 
table lulents, undoubted piety and 
greut immaterial fidelity, he bad, 
moreover, a spice of humor, oddity 
and drollery about hitu, that rarely 
failed to impart acliaracteristic tinge lo 
hie performances. The consequence 
was, that aiuusmg anecdotes of the] 
sayings and doings of Father Axlcy 
abauoded throughout the country 

Ou a certain day, a number of law¬ 
yers and literay men were together iu 
tbe town of Kuoxvilie, aud the con¬ 
versation turned on the subject of 
preaching and preachers. Ouo and 
another bnd expressed his opinion of 
the performances of this and that pul 
pitcrator. Al length Judge Whits 
j.poke up : “\Vell, gentlemen, on this 
subject each man is, of course, en¬ 
titled to his awn opiniou , but I must 
confess that Father Alley brought 
me to a sense of my evil deeds—al 
least, a portion of them, more efiec 
tually than any preacher I ever 
heard.•’ At this, every eye sod ear 
waa turned; for Jnd«c White waa 
known never to speak lightly on re¬ 
ligious subjects, and moreover, be waa 
habitually cautious and respectful in 
bis remarks concerning religious men. 
The company now expressed tbe moat 
urgent desire that the Judga would 
give Lfac particulars, and expectations 
stood on tiptoe. 

"I went up” said the Judge, “one i 
evening to the Methodist Church. A 
sermon waa preached by a clergyman 
with whom 1 was not acquainted; but 
Father Axley waa in the pulpit. At 
the dose of tho sermon, ha arose and 
•aid to the congregation, “I am uot 
going to detain you by giving an ax-

bortation. I have rises simply to ad- 
mtoianra rebuke for improper ooi - 
duct, which I have observed here to¬ 
night.” This, of course, waked up 
the entire assembly, and tho stillness

over the congregatico. Then, stretch¬ 
ing out bis large, long arm, and point - 
ing with hia finger steadily in on-e di¬ 
rection, “Aow," said he, ‘T calculate 
that those two young men who werr 
talking and laughing in that corner -t 
tbe house, while the brother waa 
preaching, think that I am going to 
talk about them. Well, it ii true 
that it looks very bad, when well 
dressed young men, who, you wou!d 
suppose from their nppsarancc, belong 
cd to some genteel, reepectable family, 
enrac lo tbe hauxic of God, and instead 
of reverencing tbc majesty of Him that 
dwelleth therein, or attending to the 
rae9iages of his everlasting love; gel 
together in one corner of i)ia honae." 
(his finger all this time pointing uready 
aud strjigbt aa the ami of a rifleman.) 
“and there, iLrongh the whole irdcinii 
service, keep talking, tittering, luugb 
ing, giggling, thus annoying ihe min 
inter, Uiniurbing the congregation, and 
sinning sgainrt God. 1 am sorry for 
the young men. I am sony they Lav* 
done so to-night. I hope they’ll nev¬ 
er do so again. But, however, that's 
not the thing that I'm going lo talk 
about. It is another uiatier, and bo 
important that 1 thought it would bo 
wrong to suffer the congregation io de 
part Without administering a suitable 
rebuke. Now," said lie, stretching 
hia huge arm and pointing in another 
direction, "perhaps that man, who waa 
asleep on thebeucb, out there, whil« 
the brother was preaching, thinks 1 

• m going to talk about him. Well. I 
must confess, it looks very bad for m 
inau to coma into a worshipping as¬ 
sembly, and, instead of taking fan seat 
like otbera, and listening to the bles- 
“d gospel, carelessly stretch himself 
out ou a bench and go to fleep! I tie 
not only a proof great iu sensibility 
with regard to tho obligations which 
we owe to our Creator and Redeemer, 
but it idinrws a want of genteel breed 
mg. It ahowu that the poor man baa 
been so uufortuaate in his bringing 
up, as not to have been luugLt guuj 
manners.

Thus Father Alley Went on for some 
time, ‘ boxing the compass,” any hit¬

• bat,“he was not going to talk about," 
and hitting them hunt, till the atten¬ 
tion aud cariosity of the audience 
wire raised to the highest pitch, he fi¬ 
nally remarked, ‘‘Too thing of which 
I was going to talk, is cAem’wg lohae. • 
co. Now 1 do hope, whea any gentle¬ 
man cornea here to Church, who can't 
keep from chewing tobacco flaring the 
hours of pubic worship, that lie will 
jjst take hia hat and put it before him 
and spit in hia hat.
